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ORDINANCE NO. 96- 68 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 
OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, AMENDING SECTION 26- 
51(b) OF THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES RELATING 
TO PALM BEACH COUNTY GOVERNMENT TO DELETE THE TOWN 
OF JUPITER FROM THE FIRE/RESCUE MSTU; PROVIDING FOR 
REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT; PROVIDING FOR 
SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION IN THE CODE 
OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES; AND PROVIDING AN EFFECTIVE 
DATE. 


WHEREAS, Palm Beach County adopted Ordinance No. 83-23 which 


created municipal service taxing units (MSTUs) to provide fire 


protection, fire rescue, advance life support (or similar 


services), and other services necessary and incidental to the 
purposes for which the MSTUs were created; and 

WHEREAS, the Town of Jupiter (hereafter "Town") adopted 
Ordinance No. 41-87 authorizing and requesting that all or part of 
the area within the municipal boundaries of the Town, as described 


in Exhibit A attached to Ordinance No. 41-87, upon its adoption and 


the affirmative vote of the electors of the Town, be included 


within Palm Beach County MSTU No. 1; and 

WHEREAS, Palm Beach County (hereafter "County") adopted 
Ordinance No. 88-9 which amended the legal description of Fire 
Rescue MSTU No. 1 to include the Town within its boundaries; and 

WHEREAS, County adopted Ordinance No. 90-3 which consolidated 
and merged MSTU Nos. 1, 2, and 3 and named the newly consolidated 
and merged MSTU as Fire/Rescue MSTU; and 

WHEREAS, thereafter, the Town adopted Ordinance No. 10-96 
repealing Ordinance No. 41-87 and evidencing the Town's withdrawal 
from Fire Rescue MSTU No. 1, which is now a part of Fire/Rescue 
MSTO, -aS of October 1, 1997. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 

SECTION 1. The legal de@Scription of the existing Fire/Rescue 
MSTU as referenced in Section 2 of Palm Beach County a E A No. 
83-23, as amended by Ordinance No. 87-34, 88-9 and 88-38, and 
further amended by Ordinance No. 90-3, which merged and 
consolidated MSTU Nos. 1, 2, and 3, and named the newly 


consolidated and merged MSTU as Fire Rescue MSTU, as amended by 
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Ordinance No. 92-39, shall be nhentied to delete that area more 
specifically described in Schedule A, attached to Ordinance No. 88- 
9, known:as the Town of Jupiter. Accordingly, paragraph (b) of 
Section 25-61 of the Code of Laws and Ordinances Relating to Palm 
Beach County Government is amended as follows: 

(b) The boundaries of the Fire/Rescue MSTU shall be as 
follows: 

Beginning at the water's edge of the Atlantic Ocean and the 
southern boundary of Palm Beach County; thence, 

(1) Westerly along the south line of Palm Beach County 

to the South Florida Water Management District haves 40 

in Section 30, Township 47 South, Range 41 East; thence, 

(2) Northerly along the eastern right-of-way of Levee 40 to 

the west line of Section 30, Township 44 South, Range 41 East; 

thence 

(3) Northerly along the west line of Range 41 East to the 

northwest corner of Section 19, Township 44 South, Range 41 

East; thence 

(4) Westerly along the prolongation of the north line of 

Section 19, Township 44 South, Range 41 East, to said Levee 

40; thence 

(5) Northwesterly along the eastern right-of-way of said 

Levee 40 to the center line of Old State Road 80; thence 

(6) Westerly along the center line of State Road 80 to the 

intersection of the center line of U.S. Highway 98; thence 

(7) Northwesterly along the center line of U.S. Highway 98 to. 

the west line of Range 40 East; thence 

(8) North along the west line of Range 40 East to the ` 

northeast corner in Section I, Township 43 South, Range 39. 

East; thence 

(9) East along the sou£h line of Section 36, Township 42 ia 

South, Range 39 East, to the southeast corner of Section 36, ` 

Township 42 South, Range 39 East; thence; 

(10) North along the east line of Range 39 to the southwest 


corner of Section 18, Township 41 South, Range 40 East; thence. 
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(11) Eastern along the south lines of Sections 18, 17, 16, 15, 
14, and 13, Township 41 South, Range 40 East and Section 18, 
Township 41 South, Range 41 East to the easterly right-of-way 
line of S.R. 710 (Beeline Highway); thence 

(12) Northwesterly along said right-of-way line to the 
northern boundary of Palm Beach County; thence 

Easterly along said northern boundary to the water's edge of 
the Atlantic Ocean; thence 


(14) Southerly along said water's edge to the point-of- 


beginning.

Less therefrom all incorporated areas of Palm Beach 
County except those municipalities and municipal 
boundaries thereof, which have opted to become a part of 
the Fire-Rescue MSTU and been accepted pursuant to 
Florida Statutes 3 section 125.01(q)2 by referendum and 
ordinance, respectively, namely, the Town-of-dupiter, the 
Town of Glen Ridge, the Town of Lake Clarke Shores, the 
Town of Cloud Lake, the Town of Golfview, the Town of 


Juno Beach, or those hereinafter exercising such right. 


SECTION 2. Repeal of Laws in Conflict: All local laws and 


ordinances in conflict with any provisions of this ordinance are 
hereby repealed to the extent of such conflict. 

SECTION 3. Severability: If any section, paragraph, 
sentence, clause, phrase, or word of this ordinance is for any 
reason held by a Court to be unconstitutional, inoperative or void, 
such holding shall not affegt the remainder of this ordinance. 

SECTION 4. Inclusion in the Code of Laws and Ordinances: The 
provisions of this ordinance shall become and be made a part of the 
Code of Laws and Ordinances Relating to Palm Beach County 


Government. The sections of this ordinance and the Code of Laws
